The I 0,1k, however, besides being ex 
ceedingly funny, also évinces a deep 
insight into human nature, and 

draws a very acciuate caricature o[ 
the people and surroundings ol the 
average little Cunudlan town, To 
those who arc 11.1t f .mull, r with such 
little towns scattered th'rougli the 
West which the hi ok portrays, the 

deeper significance 1 f it will not ap- 
peal. Those who are familiar with 
such towns m.'. y even drop a tear, 
which the mote casual icadir will be 
splitting his sides with laughter. 
The hook is more than a joke, it is 
an illustration of the era, le social 
conditions and narrow conceptions of 
life which characterize 99 per cent, 
of our smaller Canadian towns.
